list of noble and distinguished persons is 
given aa having attended. _We wonder what

‘|then been informed that one of the sons.of 
their bland and smiling, host had ouly three 


weeks boforo that date figured a5 the inciter 
of one of the scandalous riote-in the Yangtsze 
Valley. It wad mentioned at the time that 
Chinnmen drodeod in eilke wore geon at some 
of the riate to be giving directions tolthe mob, 
but itis only very lately that any person con- 
nected with the literary class. has been 
actually identified with those lanfontable 
outrages. It now appears, if the Shanghai 
Mercury is correctly informed, that a-son of

Tho new Opium Bill, which «is set down 
for second reading to-morrgw, condolidates 
theeristing law and introduces several 
amendments. Ordinance 1 of 1884 deals 


‘| with the monopoly vf the Opium Farm, 
land Ordinance 22 of 1887 waa passed in 


pursuance of the Opium Convention with 
China to regulate and, control the movement 
of raw opium within, the Colony and the 
waters thereof, The Bill now before the 
Legislative Council repeala both these.mea- 
surea and re-enacta such of their provisions 
as it is considered expedient to retain, ine 
troducing also sundry emendments and new 
vections, The. @olonial Treasurer at the 
last meeting of Council eaid a new Bill wae 
absolutely noceasary on account of the deci- 
sion of the Suprame Court, which took 
every one by surprise and entirely upset the 
former Ordinance. Tho deoision raferred 
to,wan delivered hy Mr. Justice Fisnpina 
Ovarze (Mr. Wise, then Acting Puisne 
Judge, concurring) -on the 220d November, 
1889, and dealt with tho construction of sec- 
tion 6 of Ordinance 22 of 1887. ‘That Or- 
dinonce defined a chest of opium to mean 
the packige, with the opium therein, such 
aa ia uaually imported by merchants in the 


ton except the Opium Farmer or the licensed 
retail dealera should have, in his possession 
or under bis custody or contre] opium in less 
quantities than one cheat without a certi- 
ficate from a Licensee or an official export per- 
mit. The Supreme Court held that so long 
85 B man was in possession of more than the 


‘cheat in which it was imported into the
